'Heinrich Luebke Cho- 
sen President of 
West Germany by 
Electoral College. 


BERLIN, July 1 (AP)—Hein- 
rich Luebke, 64-year-old agricul- 
ture minister, was elected presi- 
dent of West Germany today. He 
was the candidate of Chancellor 
Adenauer’s Christian Democratic 
party. 
. He defeated Carlo Schmid, the 
Socialist candidate, and Max 
Becker, who was.the choice of 
the liberal Free Democratic 
party. : 

Luebke won on the second bal- 
lot with 526 votes in the 1038- 
member electoral college. This 
was six more votes than needed. 


He had 517 votes, or three shy 


first ballot. Schmid had 385 on 
the first ballot and Becker 104. 
Luebke, a jaunty man, has been 
minister of agriculture six years, 
but he is little known outside 
farming circles. He served in 
the Kaiser’s armies in World 
War I and then became a mem- 
ber of the Catholic Center party. 

On the second ballot Schmid 
got 386 votes, while Becker 
dropped to 99. | 

When Hitler rose to power in 
1933 the members of the Catholic 
Center party came under sus- 
picion and Luebke was jailed for 
20 months. During World War II 
he worked for a Berlin construc- 
tion company. 

Luebke was one of the first 
members of the postwar Chris- 
tian Democratic party. He is 
married but has no children. 


Luebke, the personal choice of 
Adenauer, will succeed Theodor 
Heuss as President: on Sent. 5. 
Heuss has been the only presi- 
dent of West Germany since the 
government was organized 10 
years ago. He was ineligible to 
seek a third five-year term. 

The presidency is largely a 
ceremonial office. The real 
power rests with the chancellor. 
West Berlin’s 43 votes were 
cast in the electoral college 
ballot. 

Some West German officials,

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U.S. Jazz Men Rock Moscow’s 
Staid Old Tschaikowski Hall

MOSCOW, July 1 —‘Moscow’s 
staid old Tschaikowski Conserva- 
tory will never be the same, and 
if there’s a single piano or bass 
fiddle leit in one piece it won't 
be the fault of the two American 
Negro jazz artists who rocked the 
hall yesterday with the hottest 
music ever heard in Moscow. 

Dwight Mitchell and Willie Ruff, 
known to most jazz enthusiasts 
in the United States, staged an 
impromptu concert for students 
of the conservatory. 

Theirs was a major break- 
through in a field where the State 
Department and the Soviet Min- 
istry of Culture have iong been 
hopelessly deadlocked. 

The students went wild over 
the brilliant and often spectacular 
innovations of Mitchell’s piano 
and Ruff’s bass. For good meas- 
ure, Ruff played two numbers on 
the French horn to Mitchell's

“We discussed diverse ques- 
tions during the meeting with 
President Eisenhower but the 
cardinal question is the question 
of peace and I hope peace will 
prevail throughout the world.” 

“Did you talk about Berlin?” 
a reporter asked. Kozlov did not 
reply. Ambassador Mikhail Men- 
shikovy who accompaniéd him 
during his meeting with Mr. Ei- 
senhower told the newsmen: 

“We will meet again and talk 
about all these things.” He 
pointed out that Kozlov would 
appear before a combined lunch- 
eon and press conference tomor- 
row. 

Kozlov and Menshikov went to 
the White House from a meeting 
with Secretary of State Christian 
Herter at the State Department. 
That meeting lasted an hour, 
Kozlov said he and Herter ex- 
changed “‘views of our respec. 
tive governments regarding the 
questions under discussion at 
Geneva.” 

Herter confirmed that they dis- 
cussed the Berlin and German 
problems but did not elaborate, 

Serious Discussion. 

The President, at his press 
conference, said he hoped at the 
meeting with Kozlov to get down 
to more serious discussion that 
he and the Soviet official had at 
the opening of the Russian exhi- 
bition in New York Monday. 
That meeting, he said, was 
purely personal and friendly. He 
described Kozlov as being out- 
going and liking a joke. He add- 
ed that he enjoyed his visit to 
the exhibit in New York. 

It was with justifiable pride, 
the President said, that Kozlov 
had shown him through the 
three floors of the «massive 
Soviet display in New York’s 
Coliseum. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s statement 
about a summit conference came 
in response to a questioner who 
said that the British seem ready 
to go to the summit on the basis 
of the disagreement at the Ge- 
neva foreign ministers’ talks. 
The foreign ministers met for 
six weeks without results. In his 
reply the President remarked 
that he was sure as many differ- 
ent views could be found in 
Britain as in this country. 
Herter’s Address. 
He referred reporters to the 
television address made by Sec- 
retary Herter shortly after Her- 
ter’s return from Geneva. In 
that address, the President said, 
Herter had stated the two or 
three principles that make up the 
minimum position of the United 
States. 
As he said he had so often 
repeated, there were one or two 
situations in which concessions 
cannot be made. Later on he

Henry J. Kaiser Jr. 
Believes More Cash 
May Have to Come 
From U.S.—Calls for 
Definite Goal.

Increased financial support for 
public education must be ac- 
companied by a wiser use of 
funds, Henry J. Kaiser Jr., vice 
presiden: of Kaiser Industries 
Corp., Oakland, Calif. said in a 
speech prepared for delivery 
here last night. 


The address was given before 
the ninety-seventh annual* con- 
vention of the National Educa- 
tion Association at Kiel Audito- 
rium. Kaiser was unable to ap- 
pear because of illness. His text 
was read by William Beaumont, 
director of Kaiser executive pro- 
grams. 


It may well be, Kaiser as- 
serted, that a greater proportion 
of the money for schools is going 
to have to come’ from. federal 
sources since education is a na | 
_ tional ~*~ ane all phases 
= ON ee re aust 
‘band together to provide. the 
funds needed.” 

But the money must be used 
where it will count the most, 
Kaiser said. 


Favors Use of TV. 

Along with higher salaries for 
teachers should go higher stand- 
ards for teacher selection, he 
said, and added, “‘Not to make | 
use of television as the great 
teaching supplement it is—bring- 
ing us high quality teaching and 
reaching multitudes at once— 
would be tantamount to industry 
failing to make use of new 
technology to increase produc- 
tion.” 

“By reaching more pupils with 
high quality instruction, we will 
also find a way of keeping costs 
downand in their proper place. 
For do not forget that while we 
ask for more money for schools, 
we do not ask for more waste. 

“We can™classroom” ourselves 
to death. We can duplicate serv- 
ices. We can become bogged 
down under a weight of adminis- 
trative tasks and duties—unless 
we remember that the job of the 
teacher is to teach and the job 
of our educational system is to 
raise that teaching to the high- 
est level possible. 

School Committee Head 

Kaiser, son of the World War 
Il shipbuilder, is general chair- 
man of the Oakland Good Schools 
Committee and this year was 
named “Outstanding Lay Contri- 
butor to Education’. by the Ala- 
meda County (Calif.) Educa- 
tion Association. He received the 
George Washington Honor Medal 
from the Valley Forge Freedom 
Foundation for his ‘‘contribution 
to spiritual values.” 

It is impossible, Kaiser told 
convention delegates, to separate 
the ills gf education from the ills 
of our S ciety. 

“You, as teachers, could well 
take it upon yourselves to stim- 
ulate our youth not only to learn, 
but to the value of self-learning. 
And society, on its part, should 
see in our classrooms the very 
core of our nation and our fu- 
ture.” 

Challenge Needed. 


The. failure in this country to 
establish a definite and consum- 
ing purpose has affected all 
branches of our society, includ- 
ing education, Kaiser said. He 
added: 

“I don’t think we have to wor- 
ry so much about adjusting our 
youth as in keeping our youth 
from being adjusted to living 
without risk, challenge or hard 
work. 

‘“‘Nothing could contin more 
to maladjustment in our young 
people, than to cultivate the idea 
that achievement can be had 
simply by being nice to other 
people,” he asserted. 

The existing attitude of “‘ad- 
justment first and work later” 
should not be blamed on educa- 
tion, Kaiser said. 


The attitude is symptomatic of 
a disease that has gripped all of 
America, he continued. “We 
suffer from a surplus leisure and 
leisure should be a tool to be 
used more for creative work 
than for ordinary drudgery.”

WASHINGTON, July. 1. (AP)— 
New construction activity . in- 
créased 7 per cent in June to 
almost five billion dollars, the 
government reported yesterday. 
Most types of private building, 
including industrial construction, 
increased more than usual for 
this time of year, but residen- 
tial construction lagged behind 
seasonal expectations. 

For the first half of 1959, the 
report estimated construction ac- 
tivity at an annual rate of $55,- 
100,000,000. That ig six billion 
more than the actual total for 
1958. Preliminary estimates by 
the Commerce Department put 
a value of $1,500,000,000 on new 
dwellings built in June. This was 
6 per cent above the May figure. 

Home building, a leader in 
promoting recovery from the 
1957-58 recession, has shown 
signs of lagging lately as higher 
interest. rates have dried up 
some sources of mortgage 
money, Total new construction 
of $4,979,000,000 in June com- 
pared with a May total of $4,- 
645,000,000. :

DESERT FOR 
FLYERS BODIES 


FRANKFURT, GERMAN, July 
1 (AP) —eAn expanded United 
States Army team will launch 
a new search in the 

desert this month for the 

of the nine-man crew of an 
American bomber that crashed 
mysteriously during World 
War II, 

American officials said yester- 
day both helicopters and vehicles 
will be used by the expedition 
that will depart from Benghasi, 
Libya, July 5. 

This team expects to spend at 
least 30 days in a search of the 
sandy wastes where tempera- 
tures soar to 130 degrees and 
higher. 

The Americans are believed to 
have bailed out of their B-24 
after a 1943 bombing raid on 
Naples, Italy. Their Liberator 
was found almost undamaged by 
geologists searching for oil ear- 
lier this year. The nine crew 
members were reported missing 
and presumed dead 16 years ago. 

A United States Army mortu- 
ary team composed of Capt. My- 
ron D. Fuller and Wesley A. 
Neep and an oil exploration 
crew in May combed 200 square 
miles of the desert and found a 
trail of markers apparently ‘left 


tuaary service in Frankfurt. We 
plah to tise @ nélicopter or two 
and small vehicles. 

The order for the expanded 
search was issued by the Army's 
Quartermaster General in Wash- 
ington. 


Neep gave this account of the 
earlier search that led to the 


gear: 

. “We first found a pair of flight 
boots 18 miles from the crash 
site. Then we found a track 
made by five heavy vehicles 
heading toward Benghasi. These 
were made by Italian vehicles 
that crossed the desert during 
the war. 

*‘When the airmen found these 
tracks they followed them as 
they headed toward the sea, We 
followed these and found their 
other markers, including strips 
of parachutes weighed down 
with stones. These markers con- 
tinued for 21 miles. 

Started Off Together. 

“The five or six parachutes 
that we identified indicated that 
a majority of the men got to- 
gether after bailing out. We 
had the assumption that they all 
made good landings and started 
off together. 

“About four miles beyond the 
last marker we crossed tracks 
caused by 80 vehicles. We con- 
tinued along the original trail 
and then lost it. We followed 
the cross-trail out until it hit 
sand dunes. 


“On the basis of these find- |i 
ings, the team blocked out an {2 
area to comb with helicopters |Z 


and vehicles in the expanded 
search. 

“The crew had no water but 
maybe some food tablets, They 
could have fashioned headgear 
for protection against the sun 
from parachute strips.

~The Defense Department’s re- 
search chief has told Congress 
the eventual cost of developing 
an atomic-powered plane would 
reach at least 10 billion dollars. 


This estimate came to light in 
hitherto secret testimony on Air 
Force construction appropria- 
tions, made public today by a 
House Appropriations subcom- 
mittee,

Germ Warfare 


WASHINGTON, July ] (UPID— 
Russian scientists suggest that 
the way to-get the most out of 
germ warfare weapons is to 
make them radioactive. 

Disease accentuates the dam- 
age done by radiation and radia- 
tion aggravates the severity of 
disease, they noted. Therefore, 
‘using them simultaneously ‘“‘in- 
creases the effectiveness of both 
types of agents of mass destruc- 
tion.” 

This discussion of germ-plus- 
radiological warfare was pub- 
lished by the state medical pub- 
“lishing house at Kiev under the 
heading, ‘‘The organization of 
medical service following mass 


contamination of the population.” - 


The article was translated by 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
and distributed by the Commerce 
Department. 

It said an enemy might use 
several disease-causing germs to 
confuse health officials of the 


“the combination of biological 
agents with radioactive sub- 
stances is no less probable.” 

The United States has been 
intensively studying germ war- 
fare problems and has long been 
aware that Russia is too 

The Soviét article said disease- 
causing micro-organisms can be 
made to assimilate radioactive 
substances without hurting their |" 
potency. 

It also noted that radiation 
sickness can add greatly to a 
person’s susceptibility to infec- 
tion, even by agents which might 
ordinarily be harmless. 


In addition, “infection can be 
expected to occur more rapidly” 
than it would in the absence of 
radiation injury. Radiation ‘“‘al- 
most completely paralyzes the 
ability of a body to develop 
immunity.

The REA Replies 


Tn a recent editorial concerning 
@ $42,000,000 loan application re- 
ceived by the Rural Electrification 
Administration from Hoosier Co- 
operative Energy, Inc., you state 
that the application from Hoosier 
was pending when I took office as 
Administrator in June 1956. The 
fact is that REA received the ap- 
plication on May 10, 1957,

In December 1957, Hoosier ad- 
vised REA that it no longer wished 
to consider a lease operation ar- 
rangement. Instead, Hoosier said 
it wanted to sell power to the new 
plant outright. REA asked Hoosier 
to submit details.

To this day, Hoosier has not sub- 
mitted its power marketing ar- 
rangements, and since December 
1957, REA has had no application 
on which it can take action. We do 
know that the aluminum plant was 
not constructed, and Hoosier 
spokesmen have said that they are 
developing still another plan for 
serving the loads of their distribu- 
tion member co-operatives. We 
have no details on it. 

Your alleg&tions to the contrary, 
I have been under no pressure from 
the White House or from the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture to act one way 
or the other on any loan applica- 
tion, including the one from 
Hoosier. While the Secretary of 
Agriculture has full authority over 
all operations of REA—including all 
loans—he has delegated the loan- 
making authority to me. He has 
never interfered with that authority. 


Since I became REA Administra- 
tor on June 26, 1956, I have ap- 
proved generation and transmission 
loans totaling $254,871,359. Nearly 
two thirds of this amount—$168,228,- 
008—was approved after REA re- 
ceived the Hoosier application in 
May 1957. And of this amount, 
$32,486,676 was approved to finance 
construction of generation and 
transmission facilities in your own 
state of Missouri. G. and T. loans 
have accounted for almost 31, per 
cent of the total loaned for rural 
electrification since Jan. 1, 1953, 
compared ‘with 19 per cent before 
that date. You can see that there 
has been no let-down in approval 
of feasible generation and trans- 
mission projects.

You make reference to the public 
power policy of this Administration. 
This has nothing at all to do with 
REA, one way -or-another, The 
generation and transmission facili- 
ties financed by REA are not 
owned by the Federal Government. 
They are owned and managed, for 
the most part, by farmer co-opera- 
tives. REA’s relation to them is 
that of banker to borrower. 


We regret that it has become 
necessary to write this letter, but 
we feel that your editorial did an 
injustice to REA and its borrowers, 
and to the people associated with 
Hoosier Co-operative Energy, Inc.

By joining Vice President Nixon at the 
opening of the Soviet exposition in New 
York, President Eisenhower may have done 
more than make a praiseworthy gesture of 
international good will. Whether he intended 


it or not, he may have made a significant . 


move in the deadlocked Geneva conferences. 

Mr. Nixon and Soviet Deputy Premier Koz- 
lov had much to say about peaceful competi- 
tion of the two systems they represent. Now 
that Kozlov has moved on to Washington, 
President Eisenhower will be in an excellent 
position to ask him why the competition 
should not take place in Berlin as well as in 
New York. 

As Secretary Herter said in his televised 
report on the recessed Geneva conference, the 
key question about Berlin is whether the 
Kremlin is willing to accept the continued 
existence of a free West Berlin under. West- 
ern protection, or whether it will insist on 
trying to force the West out of the city. 
Khrushchev and Gromyko are always talking 
about West Berlin as a “cancer in the body 
of Germany.” But if they mean what they 
say about peaceful competition with the free 
world, they should be ready to practice it in 
Berlin as elsewhere.

Should the Soviets once come to accept 
the fact that the West cannot and will not re- 
nounce West Berlin, an interim arrangement 


for the city might well be possible. The West | 
made a most generous offer for such an ar- 


rangement at Geneva on June 16... It offered 
to set a ceiling on the level of Western forces 
in the city, to arm these forces only with 
conventional weapons and to reduce propa- 
ganda and espionage activities on both sides.

Despite the ostentatious holding of West 
Germany’s presidential election in Berlin, it 
is quite obvious to everybody that reunifica- 
tion of Germany is a long way in the future— 
that Germany, in other words, will remain 
divided for a long time. Russia has the power 
to insist on the division, and the West coes 
not intend to wage war.to remove. it....But 
the Russians cannot rightly demand that the 
status quo in East Germany be accompanied 
by a radical change in the status of West 
Berlin. 


If they want the status quo, let them make 
a Berlin agreement that accepts both their 
position in the Eastern and the allied position 
in the Western parts of the city. And then let 
each side engage in that peaceful competition 
which the Russians are always proclaiming. 


Issue Before the N.E.A. 


The National Education Association, which 
we are glad to welcome to St. Louis this week, 
has a membership of thousands reaching 
into virtually every community in the coun- 
try. Inevitably a constituency so large re- 
flects many points of view on national and 
sectional issues. It is for this reason that in 
the past the N.E.A. has not taken a strong 
stand on the question ef support for the 
Supreme Court’s decision against racial seg- 
regation in public schools. 


But as is usually the way with such issues, 
the belief that desegregation must be faced 
squarely has been growing and the prospect 
now is that there will be a showdown vote 
Friday. The N.E.A. committee is supporting 
a mildly worded resolution calling for “fair 
play, good will and respect for law.” This 
is too weak a statement for many delegates 
who think the N.E.A. ought to go on record 
backing up. the Supreme Court, not belliger- 
ently, but at least firmly and plainly. 


The godl of the N.E.A. ought to be, it seems 
to us, to do its part in implementing with all 
“deliberate speed” — to use the Supreme 
Court’s words—the national policy that racial 
discrimination has no place in tax-supported 
education. That this national policy is not 
everywhere accepted everyone of course 
knows. But it spreads from month to month, 
as the latest news from Little Rock bears wit- 
ness. If the N.E.A., as a vast professional 
organization of educators can help with a 
reasonable, fair and constructive statement, 
well and good. Surely there would be no 
harm in a moderate effort,‘undertaken in a 
spirit of good will and good faith. 

Let it always be remembered that the word 
“educate” comes from two Latin words “e” 
and “duco” meaning to “lead out.” Whenever 


educators cease “leading out” they cease 


being educators. 


Irony in Israel 


One of the minor ironies of the times is 
Israeli Premier David Ben-Gurion’s difficulty 
over the sale of 250,000 grenade throwers to 
Germany. An emotional reaction is under- 
standable since no Israeli has forgotten the 
cruel persecution of Jews by the Nazis. Yet 
this is not logical. The Nazis no longer rule 
in Germany. The Bonn government has as- 
sumed moral responsibility for their outrages 
and already has paid millions of dollars to 
Israel aS restitution. Since Bonn did this 
voluntarily, it might be regarded with some 
favor in Jerusalem. 

It also is ironical that no objections appar- 
ently would have been raised had not the sale 
been publicized in a German magazine. Ac- 
cording to Ben-Gurion, representatives of all 
parties had given their approval. The deal 
obviously is to the advantage of the economy 
and defense industries of Israel, but as soon 
as the news got out, the Ahdut Avoda and 
Mapam parties took a stand against it, thus 
undermining the coalition government. 

It is even more ironical that Israel should 
have a governmental crisis because it is in 
the arms business. Established as a peaceful 
haven for victims of the most extremé ag- 


gression, Israel might have been expected to

A Grim Prospect 


The catalogue of horrors presented to the 
Holifield subcommittee in five days of hear- 


ings on the effects of nuclear war is a strong . 


argument for further study and reflection on 
exagtly what such a war would mean. The 
statistics are appalling—48,900,000 Americans 
dead within 60 days from 263 bombs, forests 
and fields laid waste by fire, and hunger, ter- 
ror and disease abroad in the land for genera- 
tions. But the ideas of Dr. John N. Wolfe, 
chief of the environmental sciences branch 
of the Atomic Energy Commission’s Division 
of Biology and Medicine, are even more 
frightening. 


Dr. Wolfe told a reporter he thought it 
might be a good thing for North America to 
rest the land for decades or centuries, and 
said there might be long-range benefits in 
reducing the population in such a way that 
only the fit would survive. What sort of ir- 
radiated monsters would prove fittest in this 
environment? Said Dr. Wolfe: “The role of 


North American man in this long-term view— - 


his nationality, genetic constitution, psycho- 
logical makeup and creative potential three, 
10 or 100 generations later, I leave for others 


' to predict.” 


The Holifield hearings were favored by 
Thomas E. Murray, a former member of the 
AEC and now a consultant to the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atomic Energy. He 
advocates the development of small “clean” 
nuclear weapons as the only alternative to 
bombs that would produce results such as 
those described at the hearings. He reasons 
that public revulsion against the big bombs 
will bring about support for continuing tests 
needed to perfect small bombs. This argu- 
ment will have little-effect on those-who-be- 
lieve that in any major war the use of a 
small-weapon will lead inevitably to the use 
of .the biggest availa hie " aaa

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“What Dr. Wolfe said envisions a sort of — 


anarchy following an attack. There was no 
testimony on what would happen politically, 
economically .and socially in the new world. 
Could the surviving three-fourths of the pop- 
ulation organize to prevemt chaos and set in 
motion machinery for eventual recovery, or 
would these millions be doomed to the savag- 
ery implied by Dr. Wolfe? Numerous ques- 
tions of this nature come to mind and all of 
them should be carefully considered and pub- 
licly discussed as long as the danger exists 
that the big bombs may be exploded. 


It is reported that an earlier study by the 
Office of Civil Defense and Mobilization which 
presented a picture of casualties and property 
damezge similar to that painted in the testi- 
mony made little or no impression on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. ‘His mind couldn’ com- 
prehend it any more than your mind can 
comprehend cannibalism,” an OCDM official 
asserted. Certainly the dimensions of the 
problem stagger the intellect, but there must 
be understanding and action based da know 
edge if the future is to hold somethin tter 
than the nightmare conjured up by Dr. Wolfe. 


Infamous and Brutal All Over 


We are glad Chamber of Commerce Presi- 
dent Aloys P. Kaufmann has taken out 
after the General Electric Co. for adver- 
tising its air conditioners in a way which 
refers to St. Louis humidity as “brutal” and 
“infamous.” He chose a good time for his 
foray, too, because the 10,000 visitors who 
are here for the National Education Associa- 
tion convention are no doubt already framing 
the words in which they will.carry to their 
home towns the frightful story of St. Louis 
weather. 


It gets hot in St. Louis, but it gets hot all 
over. It gets humid, but it gets humid in a 
lot of cities.

Parking on the Riverfront 


Two important questions arise out of the 
engineering report asserting the economic 
feasibility of a city-opefated parking lot for 
700 automobiles at the north end of the river- 
front memorial. 


First and foremost, would such a facility 
conform to the memorial design and not en- 
croach on space earmarked in the plan for 
park purposes? The engineering report is 
not concerned with this question. It deals 
instead with such factors as demand, cost, the 


possibilities of stage construction of a garage- 


lot combination and development of a traffic 
access system. All of these matters are sub- 
ordinate, in our judgment, to the necessity for 
making quite sure that no impairment.of the 
memorial as a park takes place. 


Eero Saarinen, the memorial’s architect for 
whom the report was prepared, has talked in 
terms of a garage that would blend with the 
memorial, taking advantage of its configura- 
tion to avoid the need for earth fill. Given 
his unique position with respect to the -me- 
morial it can be assumed that the parking 
facility finally designed would not detract 
from the memorial. That is why the city 
hired him for this study. The city would need 
approval of the National Park Service, which 
in a 1949 memorandum of understanding 
agreed to grant an easement for either under- 
ground or above-ground municipal parking 
facilities in the memorial area. 


Assuming a satisfactory answer to the first 
question, the second is whether the 700-unit 
proposal of the engineers is too conserva- 
tive. They also suggest, for example, that a 
1020-car garage-and-lot combination might 
come close to being economically feasible. 
Moreover it would be-susceptible of expan- 
sion to 1650 spaces‘In two and one half levels 
of parking if the demand were to justify it. 


The engineering report has been assigned 
to the Off-Street Parking Commission for fur- 
ther study. This deserves to be handled 
promptly. As the engineers point out, timing 
has an important bearing on potential use 
of the facility. The aim should be to open it 
up for use at least in part as the present park- 
ing space on the riverfront is eliminated. 


Symington: the Last Choice 


He Is the ‘Most Possible’ Candidate, but Writer Finds Him Seriously Lacking

He would have no trouble in meet- 
ing the most extreme tests on civil 
rights that the extremist liberals (as 
I define them at any rate) would cer- 
tainly demand of the nominee. His 
voting record here is 100 per cent on 
their side. But, again, it has been a 
deeply quiet voting record. So much 
so that many Southerners (though not 
the Senate ones who are his col- 


‘leagues) have a confused, amiable 


notion that at bottom he is pretty 
much one of their own people. 


A Five-Point Portrait 


I closely watched Senator Symington 
for years from the press gallery as a 
Senate correspondent. In the last 12- 
months of so my work has been of a 
different kind and I claim no compara- 
bly intimate knowledge of his opera- 
tions in this period. In order, however, 
to present the fairest picture of which 
I am capable I have talked, both years 
ago and very recently, in absolute con- 
fidence with many men who are in 
position to know him in the shirt- 
sleeved, day-to-day sense. 

What follow are the main conclu- 
sions reached—for which, of course, I 
take sole responsibility, with the com- 
ment that not a single informant dif- 
fered materially on a single point with 
any other informant, or with me: 


(1) Symington on his record as a 
business man and as an Official in 
various capacities in the Truman Ad- 
ministration has shown a considerable, 
and fairly consistent, administrative 
skill. It ought to be underlined that 
this is no trivial asset for that part of 
the presidency which is administra- 
tive in function. 

But it is necessary to point out, too, 
that there is no automatic relationship

As 
to committee work, he was, for illus- 
tration, deeply injured with many un- 
partisan and even friendly observers 
by the quality of his participation in 
the Army-McCarthy hearings. 

He disclosed there a much-less-than- 
profound perception of the depth and 
significance of the issues. He indicat- 
ed a far-from-impressive ability to 


cope from moment to moment with . 


the savageries and subtleties of that 
long, dreary scene. No charge what- 
ever against his motives is heid here, 
or elsewhere. But it is impossible not 


“found in most top politicians. I am not 


to query his general competence in 
the McCarthy business and his general 
heart for political combat in high 
causes. 


(4) Indeed, Symington may be fairly 


characterized as a politician with a 
less than average willingness to get 
hurt: I speak here not of that gee- 
whiz-let’s-go-get-’em spirit of men dar- 
ing little issues. I speak of the calm, 
untheatrical determination that comes 
now and then to most top politicians to 
lay their political life on the line, if 
that risk has to be taken for, the sake 
of a job that really must be done. 


(5) Symington lacks any deep and 
abiding political philosophy, of the 
kind which at some point or another is 


one of those who believe that a politi- 
cian is not “intellectually honest” un- 
less he charges out every day like a 
junior fullback seeking death or vic- 
tory — no matter much which — in 
pursuit of an absolutely ‘‘consistent” 
political view. But I am one who be- 
lieves—that there is a wide gulf be- 
tween taking a middle ground for con- 
structive and essentially disinterested 
purposes, and simply taking up a per- 
manent middle-ground residence with 
an ingratiating attitude and a desire 
most of all to be let alo 


It cannot fairly be sa 
that this latter would 
inevitable presidential ground.

Supreme Court Asked 


To Rule on 


‘Chavez’ 


WASHINGTON, July 1 (UPI)—Louis Kirshbaum of Los An- 
geles asked the United States Supreme Court yesterday to reverse 
a California Supreme Court ruling rejecting his protest over use 
of city property’ for a new baseball park. 


The Los Angeles Dodgers had 


©! been negotiating with the city 


for the so-called “Chavez 
Ravine” area as a site for the 
proposed new stadium. 


In a petition filed with the 
high court, Kirshbaum said the 
California court, under a ‘“‘mis- 
taken theory of the law’ had 
indicated a “willingness to con- 
done” violation of the United 
States Constitution. 

Kirshbaum said the city ran 
counter to the constitution by 
approving an ordinance to “hand 
over to a private corporation 
engaged in a private venture for 
its own private profit 169 acres 
of land in disregard of a public 
purpose deed restriction.” 

Kirshbaum originally had ap- 
pealed to the Los Angeles su- 
perior court but the state 


supreme court ruled recently 
that the superior court had no 
jurisdiction in the case. 

In his brief, Kirshbaum com- 
plained that the city plans to 
spend $2,000,000 of taxpayers’ 
money to, make the property 
ready for the Dodgers and that 
the ball club will decide how 
the money is spent. 

He also objected to a proposal 
that the Dodgers would becéme 
exempt from real property taxes 
and would be able to claim as 
a state and federal tax deduc- 
tion the payments made toward 
the purchase price of the prop- 
erty. 

RS charged further 
that the Los Angeles city council 
was “‘guilty of an abuse of legis- 
lative discretion” in declaring 
that the Chavez Ravine was no 
longer required for use by the 


city. He said the ikea call- | 


ing for the city-Dodger arrange- 
ment ‘‘on its face’? showed that 
the city needs 40 acres of the 
land for its own wse.

An agreement on barring 
trucks from the Express High- 
way in Forest Park will be ami- 
cably reached by the city and 
the State Highway Department, 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker pre- 
dicted last night.

CARTER M, BUFORD DIES, 


ELLINGTON, MO. (AP)—For- 
mer State Senator Carter Mar- 
tin Buford, longtime power in 
Missouri Democratic party cir- 
cles, died at his home last night.

The number of federal employes 
dropped 2178 in May as com- 
pared with the preceding month, 
Senator Harry F. Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, said today. The total 
number of employes was 2,340,- 
658 in May against 2,342,836 in 
April. 

Byrd, in the monthly report | 
issued by his Senate-House com- 


mittee on reduction of fedetal 
spending, said the May payroll 
included 1,266,750 employes of 
civilian agencies and 1,073,908 
civilian employes of military 
agencies. The biggest decreases 


in the month were 3265 in the 
Treasury Department and 798 in 
the Veterans Administration. The 
largest increases included 1239 
in the Post Office Department, 
939 in the Agricutture depart- 
ment and 95 in the Interior De- 
parcment.

~Jazz Summing Up — 


By Mitch Miller | 


NEW YORK, July 1. 

FOR THE SECOND YEAR in a row, CBS radio network 
will carry the Newport Jazz Festival (tomorrow, Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday) and again Mitch Miller, the bearded 
propia f popsiat. tic, will act se commentator In St. 
Louis, KMOX will brpad- 
cast recordings of the pro- 
grams from 8:05 to 10 p.m. 
Friday and from 9:05 to 10 
p.m. Saturday and Sunday. 
Jazz, which had been for 


all that discomfort for 
nothing. There’s not much 
social activity at Newport 
(not for the jazz addicts, 
anyhow) — no place to 
sleep, they sleep on beach- 
es and in their cars. 
Really, there’s more action at Tanglewood.” 

I asked him if he thought that the beatniks had anything 
to do with the revival of the popularity of jazz. “Absolutely 

not!” said Miller explosively. ‘Music is the one thing you 
can’t fake. You have to deliver. Most guys can fake their 
writing ‘and their painting because of the way tastes are and 
wait for time to catch up with them — but they can’t fake 
music. They may have adopted jazz to give them a little 
respectability, but jazz has not adopted them. 


“There are a lot of those beat idiots, to whom a 
musician either has‘to be dead or on the needle or in

a sanitarlumi to be great. This Yse’t 4-*,-Look at the 
aa "Beaty — Brubeck, Garner, Ellington, packing concert oe 


nails, Garner’s audiences go wild for all the right . 
reasons. He has a great left hand; his improvisa-- 
tions have wit and he enjoys himself.” ' 


Having polished off the beatniks, Miller went to work on 
the jazz ctitics — a profound group of deep thinkers whose 
polysyllabics are understood by almost no one, especially the 
musicians themselves. 

“There is a lot of irony connected with the jazz festival,” 
said Miller. ‘“‘The reason for it is that those self-appointed, 
self-anointed critics of jazz don’t really like jazz to be appre- 
ciated outside of a chosen few. With 20,000 people showing 
up at Newport and a mass audience listening to the festival on 
radio, these critics will read the performers there out of the 
lodge. They’ll probably say they’re no good any more because 
people like them.” 

(Actually, the cultist aspect of jazz is becoming increas- 
ingly tiresome to the musicians themselves because there’s 
no money in it. It’s flattering to be considered of such pro- 
found significance that only a handful of intellectuals appre- 
ciate what you’re doing — but it doesn’t dell tickets or records. 
For about 15 years, jazz was such a profoundly intellectual 
experience that the musicians almost starved to death.) 

The “three greats — Earl Garner, Duke Ellington and 
Louis Armstrong (this was said before Armstrong’s illness in 
Spoleto) are) going to be headliners this year,” Miller said. 
“Jazz is assuming great proportions. The whole field of ap- 
preciation for jazz is increasing among the very young. Even 
though we’ve put up with a good many of their musical aber- 
rations (rock ‘n’ roll, for instance), the young have to grad- 
uate to somethng better and the 15- and 16-year-olds are look- 
ing around for something else. They'd like to take a chance 
and break away from the herd. There’s a tremendous crop of 
war babies coming up who have graduated to appreciate jazz.” 


Miller was asked to explain the popularity of these 
mop-haired, slack-mouthed, one-note shouters haunting 
the juke boxes and the radio. The Beard sighed a 
big sigh: “Kids don’t know what they like,. really. 
Subconsciously, I think they must have pretty good 
taste because they throw away their heroes every two 
weeks; they don’t wallow in mediocrity with the same 
guys. And what happens to some of these momentary 
heroes is pretty tragic; they have one hit song and 
they disappear and after they pay off their managers 
and press agents, there isn’t any money left for them- 
selves. 


“Some of these boy singers have an unhealthy sex appeal 
about them — I think the girls who make idols of them are 
missing something in their own lives. You know, popular 
music is the only art form taking a dive now. Everything 
else is coming up. People are reading books again, buying 
good music, and they’re interested in art. But even with

Hypochondria---Happy Hobby for After 40

NEW YORK, July 1 (AP)— 


ARE YOU LOOKING for a new 
and enjoyable hobby? Why not 
take up hypochondria? 

“The desire to take medicine 
is perhaps the greatest feature 
which distinguishes man from 
animals,”’ wrote one of. the 
greatest modern physicians, Sir 
William Osler. 

Dr. Osler said another memo- 
rable thing: 

“No man is really happy or 
safe without a hobby, and it 
makes precious little difference 
what the outside interest may 
be ... Anything will do so long 
as he straddles a hobby and rides 
it hard.” 


Hyprochondria, the morbid 
preoccupation with one’s own 
health, is perhaps the most 
sensible of all hobbies after’ 
the age of 40—because it is 
the most natural. After 40 if 
you don’t worry about your- 
self, nobody will. 


There is little point in taking 
up hypochondria in youth. Dur- 
ing that period of life all one 
generally suffers from is the 
more uninteresting complaints— 
such as sprained ankles, broken 
limbs, busted hearts. 

The golden age of suffering 
comes later. 

It is only after 40 that a new 
world of disease opens to one. 
It is then that one first becomes 
aware he is vulnerable to a 
wilderness of fascinating we 
ments ranging from 
(loss of ability to skies 
weight) to zoster, an acute nerve 
inflammation. 

It is then you find out you 
can get anything, and anything 
—bug or virus—can* get you. 
And, unlike the fly-by-night dis- 
orders of your childhood and 
youth, these latter-day afflic- 


tions often are chronic, such as 
gout. 

You do not have to worry about 
them disappearing after a simple 
treatment or two. You can en- 
joy them for a long time. They 
will generally last as long as 
you do. 

Now is the best time to take 
up hypochondria as a hobby be- 
cause science has classified 
scores of ailments that previous 
generations lived through with- 
out ever knowing they had. And 
what “is the point of being sick 
if you can’t even brag to the 
neighbors about what a rare 
malady you’ve acquired. 

Now is also the best: time to 
become a hypochondriac because 
there are available hundreds— 
even thousands—of medicines 


and wonder drugs that didn’t, 


even exist a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 

Medicine used to come in two 
colors—white and dark brown. 
It used to have only two tastes— 
sour and bitter. 


Today medicines are the 
middle - aged man’s candy. 
They~come: in a thousand 
shapes, sizes, tastes and rain- 
bow colors. Every bottle and 
tablet holds a separate flavor 
thrill. You can take a two- 
tone, three-way acting cap- 
sule today — and it won’t 
rattle your timbers until to- 
morrow. You get a delayed 
joy; you don’t have to enjoy it 
all at once.

THE LAST TIME we saw Phil Silvers in Paris was five 
yeafs ago. Silvers at that time had his Sgt. Bilko series for 
television, but it hadn’t been released yet.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. a 
Vicious Cancer Quack 


_MAYBE I’LL NEVER FIND OUT what prompted the 
following letter, but here it is anyway: 

'“Dear Dr. Molner: What is your opinion of parents who 
take their families to quackery doctors for treatment for 
cancer? They tell us someday soon they will find one that 
has the cure which so many have been looking for, Do you 
feel they will find the answer?—A.P.” . 

.I can’t imagine anyone in his right mind taking a loved 
one to a person known to be a cancer quack. A quack, by 
definition, is a charlatan who pretends to have medical ability, 
and boasts about it, but is, for all that, a fake. Who'd go to 
a quack, knowing him to be one? Nobody! 

The cancer quack is, by all odds, the meanest and most 
vicious of them all. And sometimes he is the wealthiest of 
all quacks, because desperate people will impoverish them- 
selyes by believing in some faker who offers a plausible story 
of having a ‘‘secret cure.” 


. Cancer is a terribly dangerous disease, but not 
always hopeless by any means. As things are now, 
‘one out of every three of four cancer patients is being 
cured by the two proved methods of cure: Surgery 
and/or radiation (X-ray, cobalt, radium). We have 
every reason to believe that if only we could dis¢over 
cases sooner, we could double the percentage of cures: 
That is, cure half of them, or substantially more. 


About half the deaths are among people who go to the 
doctor too late. They noticed symptoms for some months 
but didn’t go to the doctor for various reasons: ‘“‘It didn’t 
pain me,” or “I thought it would clear up,” or even (most 
sad of all), ‘‘Because I was afraid it was cancer and I didn’t 
want to find out for sure.” : 

* The quack who uses his glib tongue to sell pills, serum, 
salves, “electronic” treatments and so on, delays some pa- 
tients from receiving proper treatment by promising that he 
can cure cancer “without surgery.” At the beginning, sur- 
gery could have cured many of them. 

Other patients, who don’t really have cancer (maybe they 
have a non-malignant sore, or a harmless lump, or just a 
case of the jitters) may not be harmed physically by the 
quack’s cures, All that happens to them is that they are 


robbed of money. |

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Blow-by-Blow Account of. Airship Disaster 
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The Shenandoah, the first 
great rigid dirigible ever built 
here, lived a famous but short 
life. Its tragic ending in the 
eye of a vicious squall over 


‘OVER LAKEHURST, N. J., the | 


sky was unsettled on the after- 
noon of Sept. 2, 1925. At times it 
was almost clear; then ominous 
clouds would scud across the 
field of the Naval Air Station and 
disappear as quickly as they had 
come. The airship Shenandoah, 
nose to her mooring mast, was 
floating gracefully with the vari- 
able breezes. Her 2 helium gas 
bags were about 91 per cent full, 
her tanks loaded with 9075 
pounds of water and 16,620 
pounds of gasoline. 

The 680-foot ship was almost 
ready for her fifty-eighth flight, 
a tour of midwest state fairs. 

Cmdr; Zachary Lansdowne, the 
Shenandoah’s skipper, had not 
liked the original orders for this 
trip. A native of Greenville, 
O., he was familiar with the line 
squalls that swept over that part 
of the country during the sum- 
mer, and he had officially re- 
quested that the tour be post- 
poned. The Navy had put it off 
until early September, but re- 
jected any further delay. It 
would disappoint too many thou- 
sands, 

The graceful Shenandoah was 
the first rigid dirigible made in 
America. In her first flights she 
had captured the imagination of 
the world. “ 

Now, an hour and 26 minutes 
after leaving Lakehurst, she hov- 
erew over Philadelphia. The men 
off watch eased themselves into 
their bunks along the keel amid- 
ships. 

The keel, a triangular tunnel 
running along inside the Shen- 
andoah’s bottom, was the heart 
of the ship. Bisecting its base 
was a narrow catwalk, the other 
two sides of the triangle being 
bounded by the gas cells. These 
bags, pressing against restrain- 
ing networks of wire and twine, 
were usually filled to about 85 
per cent capacity at the start of 
a long trip. As the ship rose, the 
gas expanded and the bags be- 
came swollen; 4000 feet was the 


. Critical ‘“‘pressure height’? — at 


that altitude the bags would be 
100 per cent full. 

At midnight, as the Shenan- 
doah’s five engines propelled her 
westward, the sky was partly 
overcast. But the air was not 
rough. Forward in the control 
car, the ship’s aerologist, Lt. 
Joseph B. Anderson, was giving 
his midnight weather report to 
the skipper. Things weren't as 
bad as they could be. 

Lansdowne started for the lad- 


der. “Don’t call me,”’ he said: 


wearily, “unless some un- 
usual comes up.” He was soon 
in his -bunk. 

But Lansdowne got little sleep. 
At 3 a.m. a storm began to brew 
in the northwest, and he was 
back in the control car. The 
‘Shenandoah was making little 
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CMDR. ZACHARY LANSDOWNE, the Shenandoah's ¢aptain, in the 
control car of the dirigible. He was one of 14 killed in the crash.

wind, Lansdowne ordered the 
man at the elevator controls to 
bring the ship down to 2000 feet 
in an effort to find ag hole in the 
wall of wind. It was useless. 
For an hour and a half the 
slender airship struggled west- 
ward, drifting first to port, then 
to starboard. A few minutes aft- 
er 5 a.m. she started to rise at 
the rate of two meters per sec- 
ond. 


In spite of rudders, elevators, 
and motors, she continued to 
shoot up, tail elevated about 15 
degrees, and to head relentlessly 
westward, directly into the 
storm. The dirigible was rolling 
like a raft in the sea. 

Thousands of cubic feet of 
helium were ordered valved off 
in the hope that this would 
check the Shenandoah’s swift 
ascent. 

The sky was now solidly over- 
cast except far to the south and 
southwest. Lt. Anderson peered 
ahead, trying to determine the 
safest course. Then, directly 
north of the ship and above, he 
saw a huge threatening cloud. 
If their rise didn’t stop soon, 
they would shoot straight into 
the eye of a squall. 


Suddenly a blast of bitter- 
cold air rushed through the 
ventilating hatches. The ship 
had just risen into the squall 
and was now in the grip of 
two opposing forces, each 
wrenching it in a different di- 
rection. 

The fantastic rise stopped 
sharply at 6300 feet. The Shen- 
andoah wavered for an instant 
and began to plummet down 25 
feet a .second. 


‘Water ballast!’”” Lansdowne 
called out. Tons of water were 
dumped. The skipper ordered 
the ship nosed upward. 


“‘She’s still falling!’’ the eleva- 
tor man called out. 

“She’s all right,’’ Lansdowne 
said evenly. We’ll stop her.” His 
self-possession had its calculated 
effect. In spite of the ship’s 
frightening drop, there was no 


panic. 

Suddenly, at 2500 feet, the ship 
stopped falling and leveled off. 
But the men were still tense, 
wondering what would happen 
now. 

Lansdowne gave an order to 
Rudderman Ralph Joffray, so 
quietly that no one else heard. 
The ship headed south. 

There was a weird whistle of 
wind, and the ship surged up- 
ward, even faster than the first 
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time. Lansdowne ordered the 
elevator man to nose the ship 
down as far as he could with- 
out stalling her. They were shoot- 
ing up incredibly fast. The rise 
had to be stopped. He turned and 
said, ‘Full speed!” 

The altimeter was back at 3500 
feet. Joffray was pulling at the 
rudder wheel, throwing his whole 
body into the struggle. The ship 
began turning rapidly in a circle. 
The tail was suddenly thrown up 
and wrenched to the right. 


Suddenly there was a shrill 
screech, as girders began to 
twist and tear. Without rais- 
ing his voice, the ship’s ex- 
ecutive officer, Lt. Lewis Han- 
cock, said, ‘There she goes.” 

The struts that held the big 
gondola to the ship were be- 
ing wrenched by wind and tor- 
sion. There was a faraway 
crash of breaking girders. 
There was a smell of burning 
cloth. Something snapped in 
the tail. A trail of sparks shot 
up under the heel. The main 
cable controls had broken 
loose from the elevators and 
rudders, and were running 
wildly up the length of the 
ship, pulled out like the guts 
of a fish as the control car fell. 

Anderson had scrambled up 
to the catwalk just as the gon- 
dola was wrenching itself 
loose. Suddenly the ladder he 
was holding onto was yanked 
away, and the car began its 
plunge to earth, 
Lansdowne and seven others to 
their deaths. 


Stunned, Anderson felt the cat- 
walk and the girders on both 
sides of it collapsing like a house 
of matches. Just as he was about 
to drop through the great hole 
torn open by the control car, 
he managed to get hold of some- 
thing. The next thing he knew 
he was sitting on a fragment of 
the catwalk suspended directly 
over the center of the jagged 
hole, held only by a few wires. 


The Shenandoah had in fact 
broken into three parts. The cen- 
ter section dropped “like an ele- 
vator with no brakes.” But 
weakened girders snapped again, 
the two heavy engine cabs 
wrenched free, and the little 
helium remaining slowed the fall. 
The center section smashed into 
the side of a little hill, crashed 
into some trees, and stopped. 
The four men in the crew space 
were injured but alive; four me- 
chanics—three of them in the 
engine cabs—were killed. 

The stern section, meanwhile, 
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was gliding toward the rolling 
hills at high speed, dragged 
down by the weight of the other 
three engine gondolas. With 18 
men aboard, it was headed for 
the ground, tail first, falling like 
an arrow and almost as fast. 
It struck glancingly against a 
wooded hillside, and again the 
unlikely happened: The three 
engines were scraped off by 
treetops, and the tail section 
bounded free. Men tumbled out 
like spilled oranges, All 18 of 
them had survived. 

Only the bow section remained 
aloft. Anderson. was still sitting 
on his fragile suspension bridge 

, of two wires. The shattered sec- 
tion was rising higher and high- 
er. Anderson believed he was 
alone, but there were six others 
aboard. They found a helium 
valve, opened it, and stopped the 
wild ascent, Then a rope was 
lowered to Anderson, and he 
was pulled to safety. 

The Shenandoah’s navigator, 
Lt. Cmdr. Charles E. Rosen- 
dahl, surveyed the situation. 
Others aboard the floating bow 
section shouted their reports. 
They decided to try for a land- 
ing. The floating wreckage came 
in over an orchard, knocked the 
top off a shed, bowled over a 
grape arbor, skimmed over the 
ground, and settled down gen- 
tly. Anderson and another offi- 
cer jumped out and made the 
lines fast to posts and trees. 
Once on the ground, Rosendahl 
called for pistols to puncture the 
helium cells and prevent the 

eckage from rising again into 
the air. 


It was 6:45 a. m. All of the 
Shenandoah was now on the 
ground. Fourteen men had 
died. The fragments of the 
Shenandoah and its 29 surviv- 
ors were scattered across 12 
miles of landscape. 


First came the rescuers. They 
did everything they could to 
make it easier for the dazed sur- 
vivors. But soon, over the rut- 
ted back roads, in buggies, buck- 
boards and broken-down Model-T 
Fords, came the curious. 

By noon thousands of looters 
and souvenir hunters had torn 
almost all the covering off both 
the larger sections of the ship. 
Women came away from the 
wreckage under yards and yards 
of fabric they had ripped from 
the frame. The looters were 
armed with knives, hatchets, 
pliers, even wrenches. They 
went away with the ship’s log 
books, with fragments of girders 


up to eight feet long, with 
blankets and valuable instru- 
ments. 


Even before the survivors’ 

train reached Lakehurst -it be- 
“came evident that the disaster 

was to be a cause celebre. In 
bold headlines Mrs. Lansdowne 
was quoted as accusing Secre- 
tary of the Navy Curtis D. Wil- 
bur of forcing her husband to 
take the flight for political pur- 
poses. 

A second sensational charge 
came from Capt. Anton Heinen, 
a German airship expert who 
had taught many of the Shenan- 
doah’s men to fly. The original 
18 helium safety valves, he ex- 
plained, had been reduced to 


eight. The victims, he declared, 
“gave their lives to save pre- 
cious helium.” 

On Sept, 21 at Lakehurst, a 
Navy court of inquiry opened 
hearings to investigate the 
Shenandoah crash. The inquiry 


9, Mrsg Lansdowne made her 
first appearance, dressed in deep 
mourning. Most Navy people 
thought the attractive 23-year-old 
widow would repudiate the state- 
ments attributed to her by the 
newspapers, Instead, she bluntly 
repeated them. 


On the evening of Nov. 7 the 
judge advocate (in a naval 
court, the prosecutor) paid a 
surprise visit to Mrs. Lansdowne 
to say the Navy would like her 
to appear again. 

The next day the wife of the 
Lakehurst commander invited 
Mrs. Lansdowne to lunch. As 
they were leaving, the older 
woman slipped a piece of paper 
into her hand, saying it was 
something which the judge ad- 
vocate thought she could use 
in court. c 

It was a draft of a statement 
declaring that Mrs. Lansdowne 
had changed her mind; ‘that her 
husband had regarded the Shen- 
andoah as a man-of-war and 
that he had been ready to use 
it any time regardless of weath- 
er. Furious, she tore it up. 

Three days later, Mrs. Lans- 
downe appeared once more at 
the Navy hearings. She and her 
counsel, Joseph E. Davies, 
walked into a hostile courtroom. 
The usual tensions of such a 
hearing had been heightened by 
the fact that at the same time, 
the Army’s courtmartial of Col. 
William (‘Billy’) Mitchell was 
in progress, The glare of pub-

When he persisted, he was forc- 
ibly removed from the court- 
room.. Fér three’ hours, Mrs. 
Lansdowne was questioned. The 
judge advocate pointed out that 
there had been a. “prudential” 
Lansdowne’s 
orders that would have allowed 
him to postpone the flight if he 


had thought conditions warrant- 


ed it. But Mrs. Lansdowne, who 
was managing very well without 
a lawyer, seized upon the con- 
clusion of the clause, which 
read, “remembering, however, 
that this route will be published 
in the press, and that many will 
be disappointed should the Shen- 
andoah fail to follow the ap- 
proved schedule.” 


“That,” she said, “is the 
pressure that is brought on of- 
ficers in the Navy Department.” 

Mrs. Lansdowne was excused, 
The court never recalled her, 
The inquiry ended two weeks 
later. Most experts agreed that 
the Shenandoah’s gas cells had 
not ruptured, but that the ship 
had been torn apart by an un- 
fortunate series of natural 
forces... 


The subsequent destruction 
of the Navy’s Akron and Ma- 
con, and finally the burning 
of Germany’s Hindenburg in 
1937, seemed to sound the 
rigid dirigible’s death knell. 
But the men who flew the 
graceful rigids and lived to 
remember are still loyal to 
them. 


Cmdr. Rosendahl, now a re 
tired admiral, _ still argues 
strenuously that they deserve 
another trial. As recently as 
1954, he and Paul Litchfield, 
chairman of the board of the 
Goodyear Tire & Ruber Co, 
which built the Akron and the 
Macon, were fighting for rigid 
dirigibles both for commercial 
and naval uses and as flying 
laboratories for testing an 
atomic aircraft engine. 


In Germany, the last com- 
mander of the Hindenburg, Capt. 
Max Pruss, and other airship

Scores of comets are known 
to stay inside our solar system. 
They rush around the sun, then 
travel a few. hundred million 
miles away before returning to 
pass the sun again at close 
range. 

About 30 comets belong to 
“Jupiter's. family.” They go 
closé to the orbit of Jupiter, then 
return. Their round trips may 
take 10 or 12 years, but Encke’s 
Comet has a period of only three 
and a third years. 

Halley’s Comet has a period 
of about 76 years. This comet 
is now headed back toward the 
sun, and should come into gen- 
eral view in about 27 years. 

Among the long-term comets,
